1947, may be 
established under Schwellenbach's 
proposals to make allowances1 for 
decreased costs or market declines. 
Schwellenbach sent the price con- 
trol provisions to Chairman Wol- 
cott (R-Mich) of the House Banking 
Committee, with a note saying he 
will submit in a day or two spe- 
cific language for such wage con- 
trols regarded as necessary to ac- 
company price ceilings.

This is not discounting the man- 


sized job cut put for the American 
people and their government. There 
is a real crisis in Europe which is 
up to us to solve. There is a small 
but potentially dangerous 
Com- 


munist menace here 
at 
home. 


There is the grave problem of keep 
ing the United Nations alive and 
working in spite of Soviet obstruc- 
tion. 


But hysteria won't help us do 


the job, and hysteria seems to be 
the state that our national thinking 
is approaching. That state is par- 
ticularly apparent 
in our Con- 


gress. Its members squander their 
time chasing small red butter- 
flies, to the neglect of bigger game. 


Our armed 
forces are 
below 


their designation peacetime streng- 
th. Nothing has been done about 
universal military training, though 
the President and the Chief of Staff 
have urged it, and all polls show 
the public strongly in favor of it. 
Our congressmen are too busy gun- 
ning for Red script-writers on the 
Hollywood lots, or drafting bills to 
repel Hungarian immigrants from 
our shores. 


AH this doesn't add up to a firm 


attittude toward Russia. Firmness 
implies strength and self-control. 
We are beginning to advocate some 
rather dictatorial means of safe- 
guarding our democracy. 


Let us remember that the Rus- 


sian government, with all its prob- 
lems, must be scared— scared of 
our strength and 
of 
a cooling 


world opinion, and worried about 
the failure of its big push in France 
and Italy to come off. That fear is 
very likely at the root of the rant- 
ing attacks on American policy. 


So let's not try to trade insult 


for insult with the Russians. Let's 
slop wringing our hands one rnin- 
ue and blustering the next. It isn't 
necessary. We've got the world's

"Neither can I be party at the

Bevin, in the second day of Com- 
mons debate on the Palestine sit- 
uation, said Britain would give ui

Such jittery

relax. Not relax our vigilance, our 
intelligent efforts to strengthen our 
country, our attempt to meet our 
real problems realistically. 
But 


declare a moratorium on the pre- 
sent practice of seeing burglars 
under every bed. 


After all, we're a big, strong 


country. Maybe we're not as strong 
as we ought to be. But we still 
haven't had a good share of our 
best farm land turned into a bat- 
tlefield. We haven't had any indus- 
trial cities leveled by bombs. We 
aren't plagued by a dangerously 
low living standard. We don't have 
a dictatorship so unsure of its 
"perfection" that it has to adver- 
tise it constantly. In short, 
we 


aren't Russia. 


This is not discounting the man- 


sized job cut put for the American 
people and their government. There 
is a real crisis in Europe which is 
up to us to solve. There is a small 
but potentially dangerous 
Com- 


munist menace here 
at 
home. 


There is the grave problem of keep 
ing the United Nations alive and 
working in spite of Soviet obstruc- 
tion. 


But hysteria won't help us do 


the job, and hysteria seems to be 
the state that our national thinking 
is approaching. That state is par- 
ticularly apparent 
in our Con- 


gress. Its members squander their 
time chasing small red butter- 
flies, to the neglect of bigger game. 


Our armed 
forces are 
below 


their designation peacetime streng- 
th. Nothing has been done about 
universal military training, though 
the President and the Chief of Staff 
have urged it, and all polls show 
the public strongly in favor of it. 
Our congressmen are too busy gun- 
ning for Red script-writers on the 
Hollywood lots, or drafting bills to 
repel Hungarian immigrants from 
our shores. 


AH this doesn't add up to a firm 


attittude toward Russia. Firmness 
implies strength and self-control. 
We are beginning to advocate some 
rather dictatorial means of safe- 
guarding our democracy. 


Let us remember that the Rus- 


sian government, with all its prob- 
lems, must be scared— scared of 
our strength and 
of 
a cooling 


world opinion, and worried about 
the failure of its big push in France 
and Italy to come off. That fear is 
very likely at the root of the rant- 
ing attacks on American policy. 


So let's not try to trade insult 


for insult with the Russians. Let's 
slop wringing our hands one rnin- 
ue and blustering the next. It isn't 
necessary.

Such jittery 
talk 
makes 
us 


wonder if we shouldn't all try to 
relax. Not relax our vigilance, our 
intelligent efforts to strengthen our 
country, our attempt to meet our 
real problems realistically. 
But 


declare a moratorium on the pre- 
sent practice of seeing burglars 
under every bed. 


After all, we're a big, strong 


country. Maybe we're not as strong 
as we ought to be. But we still 
haven't had a good share of our 
best farm land turned into a bat- 
tlefield. We haven't had any indus- 
trial cities leveled by bombs. We 
aren't plagued by a dangerously 
low living standard. We don't have 
a dictatorship so unsure of its 
"perfection" that it has to adver- 
tise it constantly. In short, 
we 


aren't Russia. 


This is not discounting the man- 


sized job cut put for the American 
people and their government. There 
is a real crisis in Europe which is 
up to us to solve. There is a small 
but potentially dangerous 
Com- 


munist menace here 
at 
home. 


There is the grave problem of keep 
ing the United Nations alive and 
working in spite of Soviet obstruc- 
tion. 


But hysteria won't help us do 


the job, and hysteria seems to be 
the state that our national thinking 
is approaching. That state is par- 
ticularly apparent 
in our Con- 


gress. Its members squander their 
time chasing small red butter- 
flies, to the neglect of bigger game. 


Our armed 
forces are 
below 


their designation peacetime streng- 
th. Nothing has been done about 
universal military training, though 
the President and the Chief of Staff 
have urged it, and all polls show 
the public strongly in favor of it. 
Our congressmen are too busy gun- 
ning for Red script-writers on the 
Hollywood lots, or drafting bills to 
repel Hungarian immigrants from 
our shores. 


AH this doesn't add up to a firm 


attittude toward Russia. Firmness 
implies strength and self-control. 
We are beginning to advocate some 
rather dictatorial means of safe- 
guarding our democracy. 


Let us remember that the Rus- 


sian government, with all its prob- 
lems, must be scared— scared of 
our strength and 
of 
a cooling 


world opinion, and worried about 
the failure of its big push in France 
and Italy to come off. That fear is 
very likely at the root of the rant- 
ing attacks on American policy. 


So let's not try to trade insult 


for insult with the Russians. Let's 
slop wringing our hands one rnin- 
ue and blustering the next.

Such jittery 
talk 
makes 
us 


wonder if we shouldn't all try to 
relax. Not relax our vigilance, our 
intelligent efforts to strengthen our 
country, our attempt to meet our 
real problems realistically. 
But 


declare a moratorium on the pre- 
sent practice of seeing burglars 
under every bed. 


After all, we're a big, strong 


country. Maybe we're not as strong 
as we ought to be. But we still 
haven't had a good share of our 
best farm land turned into a bat- 
tlefield. We haven't had any indus- 
trial cities leveled by bombs. We 
aren't plagued by a dangerously 
low living standard. We don't have 
a dictatorship so unsure of its 
"perfection" that it has to adver- 
tise it constantly. In short, 
we 


aren't Russia. 


This is not discounting the man- 


sized job cut put for the American 
people and their government. There 
is a real crisis in Europe which is 
up to us to solve. There is a small 
but potentially dangerous 
Com- 


munist menace here 
at 
home. 


There is the grave problem of keep 
ing the United Nations alive and 
working in spite of Soviet obstruc- 
tion. 


But hysteria won't help us do 


the job, and hysteria seems to be 
the state that our national thinking 
is approaching. That state is par- 
ticularly apparent 
in our Con- 


gress. Its members squander their 
time chasing small red butter- 
flies, to the neglect of bigger game. 


Our armed 
forces are 
below 


their designation peacetime streng- 
th. Nothing has been done about 
universal military training, though 
the President and the Chief of Staff 
have urged it, and all polls show 
the public strongly in favor of it. 
Our congressmen are too busy gun- 
ning for Red script-writers on the 
Hollywood lots, or drafting bills to 
repel Hungarian immigrants from 
our shores. 


AH this doesn't add up to a firm 


attittude toward Russia. Firmness 
implies strength and self-control. 
We are beginning to advocate some 
rather dictatorial means of safe- 
guarding our democracy. 


Let us remember that the Rus- 


sian government, with all its prob- 
lems, must be scared— scared of 
our strength and 
of 
a cooling 


world opinion, and worried about 
the failure of its big push in France 
and Italy to come off. That fear is 
very likely at the root of the rant- 
ing attacks on American policy. 


So let's not try to trade insult 


for insult with the Russians. Let's 
slop wringing our hands one rnin- 
ue and blustering the next.

Replying to Republican demands 


that the administration spell out 
its anti-inflation program, Schwel- 
lenbach said price controls would 
be limited to commodities: 


1. That basically affect the cost 


of -living and which are essential 
items. 


2. That are basic to the costs of 
agricultural and industrial produc- 
tion. 


3. "Essential to effectuation oi 
the foreign policy of the 
United 
States. 
Moreover, Schwellenbach said a 


maximum price should be set only 
when: 


1. The commodity is found to be 
in short supply; 2. Or the price oi 
such commodity has risen unrea 
sonably above the price prevailing 
in June 1947. 
Maximum prices lower than the 
highest price prevailing 
between 
June 11-and June 18. 1947, may be 
established under Schwellenbach's 
proposals to make allowances1 for 
decreased costs or market declines. 
Schwellenbach sent the price con- 
trol provisions to Chairman Wol- 
cott (R-Mich) of the House Banking 
Committee, with a note saying he 
will submit in a day or two spe- 
cific language for such wage con- 
trols regarded as necessary to ac- 
company price ceilings.

On the 
other, there is a threat of future 
armed conflict. 


Such jittery 
talk 
makes 
us 


wonder if we shouldn't all try to 
relax. Not relax our vigilance, our 
intelligent efforts to strengthen our 
country, our attempt to meet our 
real problems realistically. 
But 


declare a moratorium on the pre- 
sent practice of seeing burglars 
under every bed. 


After all, we're a big, strong 


country. Maybe we're not as strong 
as we ought to be. But we still 
haven't had a good share of our 
best farm land turned into a bat- 
tlefield. We haven't had any indus- 
trial cities leveled by bombs. We 
aren't plagued by a dangerously 
low living standard. We don't have 
a dictatorship so unsure of its 
"perfection" that it has to adver- 
tise it constantly. In short, 
we 


aren't Russia. 


This is not discounting the man- 


sized job cut put for the American 
people and their government. There 
is a real crisis in Europe which is 
up to us to solve. There is a small 
but potentially dangerous 
Com- 


munist menace here 
at 
home. 


There is the grave problem of keep 
ing the United Nations alive and 
working in spite of Soviet obstruc- 
tion. 


But hysteria won't help us do 


the job, and hysteria seems to be 
the state that our national thinking 
is approaching. That state is par- 
ticularly apparent 
in our Con- 


gress. Its members squander their 
time chasing small red butter- 
flies, to the neglect of bigger game. 


Our armed 
forces are 
below 


their designation peacetime streng- 
th. Nothing has been done about 
universal military training, though 
the President and the Chief of Staff 
have urged it, and all polls show 
the public strongly in favor of it. 
Our congressmen are too busy gun- 
ning for Red script-writers on the 
Hollywood lots, or drafting bills to 
repel Hungarian immigrants from 
our shores. 


AH this doesn't add up to a firm 


attittude toward Russia. Firmness 
implies strength and self-control. 
We are beginning to advocate some 
rather dictatorial means of safe- 
guarding our democracy. 


Let us remember that the Rus- 


sian government, with all its prob- 
lems, must be scared— scared of 
our strength and 
of 
a cooling 


world opinion, and worried about 
the failure of its big push in France 
and Italy to come off. That fear is 
very likely at the root of the rant- 
ing attacks on American policy. 


So let's not try to trade insult 


for insult with the Russians. Let's 
slop wringing our hands one rnin- 
ue and blustering the next. It isn't 
necessary. We've got the world's

The statement touched off fresh' 
speculation that U. N. eventually 
might have to ask the United States 
and Russia to send troops to Pales- 
tine to end Arab-Jewish fighting. 
"It is for the security council to 


lay down down which states will 
find the forces, but they can not 
use British organized forces," Bev 
in told Commons. 


"Neither can I be party at the 
present moment, when the security 
force as a whole is not organized 
under U. N.,

Bevin, in the second day of Com- 
mons debate on the Palestine sit- 
uation, said Britain would give ui 
control of Palestine even before 
May 15 if possible, and rush the

If the Book of Revelation, with 
its symbolism and its strange ana 
colorful images, is in many parts 
hard lo understand, and aoubtful 
or' interpretation, it is because of 
the dangers that beset both its 
author and its 'readers in those 
uays of persecution. It was writ- 
ten in a sort ot secret code, though 
us symbols and figures would be 
understood by those lor whom it 
was written. 
Dogmatic interpreters, who are 


sure that they have the right key 
and understand all its mysteries, 
will condemn me 
for suggesting 


that much in the Book is aii'fictilt 
and

The Book of Revelation came 


out of a period of crisis in the 
early days of Christianity, when 
the faith of the disciples was be 
ing put to the most acute lesl ii 
the fires of terrible pcrseculion 
II was written to encourage Chris 
tians lo be firm, and to give their 
a sense of'God's presence and tnci 
ultimate deliverance and blessed 
ness, if they endured to Ihe end 
The time, according to Bibhca 


scholars, was in the reign of the

Hope for the DPs 
The plight of Europe's displaced 


persons has at last attracted the 
attention of some Americans who 
arc in a position to help relieve it. 
Two influential Republican sena- 
tors, Mr. Taft of Ohio and Mr. 
Smith of New Jersey, have urged 
that the government take immed- 
iate steps to admit its share of the 
homeless unfortunates. And farm 
groups in the Middle West have be- 


ijigun surveys to see what homes and 


jobs might be available for them. 


We don't know why the sudden 


flurry of interest. 
The essential 


facts of the displaced-persons prob- 
lem have not changed in a year 
or more. Maybe it is just coinci- 
dence. Or perhaps the practical as 
well .as humanitarian aspects of 
the problem are only now becom- 
ing apparent. . But whatever 
the 


reason, the interest is encouraging. 


Senator Smith, recently from a 


trip to Europe,, thinks ..that this 
^Country "shbulcT "admit a reasonable 


number of 
displaced 
Europeans 


immediately, outside the immigra- 
tion system. Senator Taft, who also 
calls for immediate action, would 
admit America's share under quo- 
tas now unfilled because of the 
wartime halt of immigration. 


There are about 800,000 persons, 


Mr. Smith explains, who cannot be 
resettled. These are the last rem- 
nants of the 0,000,000 uprooted by 
the European war. Driven from 
countries now dominated by Com- 
gpuinists, the 800,000 will not go 
•home for fear of persecution. 


Almost all of them are in the 


American, 
British 
and 
French 


zones of Germany — about 530,000 
in the American zone alone. They 
cannot be left there because, as 
Mr. Smith says, " the German eco- 
nomy cannot support them and. of 
course, the United States 
Army 


cannot support them indefinitely." 


All this has been argued before.
